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America has by far the best news coverage in the world. Our press and radio, however, must concentrate on high-speed dispatches, often Omitting the great spiritual factors which motivate the 
news. And unfortunateiy much reporting is under the pressures of narrcw provincialism and our traditional prejudices. Thus political fanaticism and self-defeating military extremism frequently 
threaten to displace sound democratic practice and a rational defense system. Between The Lines seeks to provide greater insight by presenting selected reports, research analyses, and forecasts 
drawn from the most authoritative sources. This effort is dedicated to the belief that only through the Judaic-Christian concepts of truth can we avoid the violent changes inherent in war and in 
communism and thus move forward out of the tribalism of man towards the brotherhood of the Kingdcm of God. Anything less will be dangerously inadequate in the nuclear age. 





Europe Is Becoming A United Force 


A new constructive force is being felt in the world — the growing 
unity of the Western European nations. Shortly after World War II, the 
Steel and Coal Community was formed; this organization soon expanded 
into the Common Market — including France, West Germany, Iialy 
and the Benelux countries of Belgium, the Netherlands and Luxembourg. 
This economic union became so successful that Britain, refusing to join 
and thus losing much trade in Europe, formed the Seven-nation Free 
Trade Ass’n composed of Austria, Norway, Portugal, Sweden and Switz- 
erland with Finland an associate member. Thus came into being the 


Inner Six and the Outer Seven. Both 
of these groups lowered or erased 
the tariffs that had traditionally sep- 
arated them, reorganized their cur- 
rency for an easier and more just 
exchange, and otherwise moved to- 
wards complete economic unity. 


But even this has not been suf- 
ficient to prevent the weakening of 
Britain’s economy as her empire 
continued to dissolve after World 
War II. Now the only way for Brit- 
ain to turn is towards Europe. Lon- 
don is now slowly trying to work 
out some formula whereby British 
trade may continue to hold advan- 
tages for the Commonwealth of 
former British possessions, while 
Britain herself moves towards eco- 
nomic unity with Europe. There 
are plans in the making for a tun- 
nel to be constructed under the 
English Channel, joining England 
io the continent, cutting to a frac- 
tion the time, shipping and travel 
costs to the European mainland. 
This linking of Britain to the West- 
ern European world looms with un- 
usual significance. 

The Common Market leaders of 
Europe and the English are talking 
much about going on to political 
union once they have achieved this 
closer geographic and economic 
union. Political scientists in this 
country forecast that the next gen- 
eration of leaders in Western Europe 
will give top priority to the political 
formation of a United Europe. As 
de Gaulle, Adenauer and the older 
generations of British leaders all 
pass from the scene, this sweeping 
change will come far more swiftly 
than now anticipated. Dr. Daniel 
Lerner of the Center for Interna- 
tional Studies of the Mass. Institute 
of Technology, has spent seven years 


in interviewing and compiling data 
on this subject in Europe. “Europe 
can never go back to nationalism,” 
reports Dr. Lerner. “The European 
leaders who will be coming on the 
stage all feel deeply that Europe 
cannot maintain its world position 
without federation. Nationalism now 
means deterioration. Federation will 
come comparatively soon.” 


The Common Market already em- 
braces 170 million people. When 
Britain joins and brings in the Outer 
Seven, the population will reach 
nearly 300 million, exceeding the 
Russian and Eastern European Com- 
munist bloc in population and re- 
sources. The effect of this on world 
politics will be enormous, for as 
Red China will soon be a weighty 
barrier on Russia’s eastern frontier, 
so will the united Western European 
states be a formidable force on the 
Soviet’s western boundaries. More- 
over, the rate of industrial growth 
in Western Europe and the rising 
standard of living there exceeds the 
gains made in the Soviet Union. 
This is known to most Communist 
leadership, hence the long and 
strenuous oratory at the recent 22nd 
Communist party congress about the 
necessity for great increases in in- 
dustrial production and living stan- 
dards in the Communist world. If 
greater economic gains continue to 
be made among the Western Euro- 
pean states than in the Eastern Eur- 
opean satellites — there is no force 
at the command of the Soviet Union 
that can keep the Western frontiers 
of the satellites sealed against the 
devastating influences of prosperity 
under freedom in contrast to barren 
marginal living standards under 
Marxist slavery. (French Govern- 
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X-Ray and Foreeast 


RUTH IS CRITICAL: We believe it can be shown that the most 
critical need for this day is truth — just plain truth, free of the dis- 
tortion and slanting that political, military and economic pressures con- 
tinually put on the information that reaches the public. The atomic tests 
comprise one area whcre honest, unbiased information is vital. 
Because Russia has shocked the world with massive atomic tests, 
we are in for more hysterical wasteful military spending. Despite the big 
tests, it has recently been disclosed that Russia lacks much of being pre- 
pared for atomic war. Our own Atomic Energy Commission chairman, 
Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, stated that we are still ahead of the Soviet Union 
in atomic power and research. (NBC-TV Meet The Press program, Oct. 29.) 


We too could have made the enormous over-kill bombs, had we 
considered them necessary. We did not do this because: (1) We have al- 
ready devéloped more accurate missiles which are sufficiently destructiye 
for foreseeable need but which don’t waste firepower by “over-killing” 
and spreading devastation beyond the target area. (2) Our leaders have 
not wanted to add further poison to the atmosphere. 

By the time this is read, the President may have announced that 
our own atmospheric tests will be resumed. If so, we will lose the moral 
leadership of the world, which we have regained by the Soviets’ ruthless 
resumption of their tests. Since communism disregards all human and 
moral considerations in its drive to conquer, our loss of moral leadership 
means the surrender of the most powerful advantage within our reach. 

WE WILL LOSE MORAL LEADERSHIP because the uncom- 
mitted world knows that the U. S. had made more than twice as many 
tests as had the Soviets at the time of the 1958 moratorium (60 to our 
160), so that now, even including their 20 to 30 recent tests, we are 
still ahead. Most of the American press has kept silent on this very im- 
portant point, but the foreign press has discussed it fully — which is why 
the neutral nations have not censured Russia as harshly as we thought 
they should for resuming tests. The average spokesman for the neutral 
nations has recognized that, aside from the number of tests, the total 
megatons exploded by Russia may now be approaching or exceeding 
ours — but that they have been catching up, not forging ahead. The only 
exception may be in tests for anti-missile rockets with which the U. S. 
has also experimented and is prepared to pursue further. 

THE RUSSIANS HAVE SHOWN BAD FAITH in that it is 
now evident that they have used the months of the test moratorium as an 
opportunity to make all the preparations needed for the new series of 
tests. Yet our AEC chairman, Dr. Seaborg, also stated on the same TV 
program noted above that the U. S. too has used the moratorium period 
to make extensive atomic studies and preparations, should testing be re- 
sumed. Hence U. S. atomic weapons scientists are ready for another whole 
series of tests which the military extremists now demand that we make — 
tests that will have to do with anti-missile rockets and other advanced 
forms of atomic warfare. Thus if we start a new series, the uncommitted 
world will severely condemn us, believing the U. S. is so well advanced 
in atomic warfare that we can afford to use our influence now to halt 
the tests for all time to come by our example and firmness at this moment. 


MISSILE GAPS — AT A PROFIT 


OR several years the American public was warned of the “missile 
gap,” headlined in terms of the terrifying danger of a Soviet attack 

by intercontinental ballistic missiles which the Russians were supposed 
to be building on an assembly-line basis. The U. S. military hurriedly 
launched innumerable ill-conceived plane and missile projects to meet

this threat, many of which were later junked as new weapons development 
made the hastily built armaments obsolete. 


IT IS NOW ADMITTED that the estimates of Soviet missile 
production were grossly exaggerated. New U. S. intelligence estimates 
put not 200 ICBMs ready to strike — but fewer than 50 of the big rocket 
weapons in Soviet hands. Even columnist Joseph Alsop, the alarum 
specialist among those following the Pentagon-Air Force propaganda line, 
concedes this 400 per cent error in U. S. military estimates and concedes 
that at no time have the Russians been in a position to launch a missile 
attack on this hemisphere. (N. Y. Herald Tribune, Sept. 29.) The U. S. 
has between 50 and 60 ICBMs ready for instant launching with 80 Polaris 
missiles which can be fired from submarines at almost any Soviet target. 
The Russians have nothing equal to the Polaris undersea weapon as yet, 
according to Navy intelligence. (UPI, Oct. 26.) Thus the American people 
have again been misled, with billions of their tax money squandered by 
the self-deception of the military extremists. 


(It is generally believed that this adjustment downward of the 
Soviet ICBMs was forced by the more realistic reports circulated widely 
in Western European military circles. The U. S. Air Force had been the 
chief offender; many of the U. S. Army and Navy chiefs have openly 
questioned the Air Force intelligence reports, which were used to get 
larger appropriations.) 


ATTACK ON U. S. NOT THREATENED 


HRUSHCHEV’S THREATS of atomic war during the Berlin crisis 

have all been leveled at our allies in Europe who have permitted 
the U. S. to put medium-range missile bases on their territories. The 
Soviet is believed to have about 200 medium-range missiles but these 
weapons could only blast European capitals. Alsop and columnist Marquis 
Childs both point out the little recognized fact that in all the uproar over 
Berlin, Khrushchev has never threatened the U. S. with attack, for he 
obviously assumed that the U. S. knew he was not able to launch such 
action. (Washington D. C. Post, Oct. 2.) 


THIS GROSS DECEPTION and exaggeration by the Pentagon- 
Air Force chiefs is an old story. They did it in previous years over the 
threat of Soviet air attack. Scare stories filled the press for years over 
the danger of a strike from the Soviet air armadas. (Remember the period 
of sky watching — when every community had its relays of observation 
teams to watch for Soviet bombers?) Then it leaked out through European 
military intelligence that the Russians possessed only 150 long-range 
bombers. Moreover, they had no facilities for refueling in flight to enable 
short-range jets to carry bombs to our shores. This was disclosed by the 
military analyst Hanson Baldwin of the N. Y. Times on May 6, °59. 
The U. S. had built 1400 bombers (B36, B47 and B52) to oppose only 
150 Soviet bombers! Mr. Baldwin reported that the U. S. had spent over 
$160 millions to defend ourselves against each single Soviet plane — a 
total of over $20 billions to protect us against only 150 Russian bombers. 
This achieved some kind of a record for hysterical military extrava- 
gance — all on that comfortable cost plus, profits guaranteed basis which 
no little businessman enjoys in your community or anywhere else. 


THE PRESS HAS PLAYED DOWN these reports except in 
such instances as given above. For any good news or constructive news 
that would decrease the war tension in this country is frowned upon these 
days as somehow unpatriotic, while such a deception of the public and 
such a criminal waste of our nation’s resources goes on without any curb 
or penalty to those responsible. In fact they have probably been promoted, 
if they are in uniform, or, if civilians, have become multi-millionaires, 
instead of just millionaires, out of the defense contracts involved. 


In the meantime, Air Force and Pentagon spokesmen are now 
doing it all over again, warning of the growing superiority of the Soviet 
in high caliber missiles — predicting a crisis point by 1963 if we don't 
enter another splurge of spending. It is instructive to note that most of 
these spokesmen, if not in uniform, are figures who, like Major Alexander 
de Seversky and others, have made millions in the missile-plane-electronics 
industry. You'd think the public would react against such brazen tactics, 
but there’s been so much brain-washing by our own military propaganda 
that few dare to challenge the parade of patriotism and deception — at 
guaranteed profits. 


But we can at least take comfort in the fact that it is officially 
admitted now that there is no danger of a Soviet attack at the present 
time or in the near future, just as there is no record of any kind avail- 
able to show that the Soviet was prepared to attack us in the past, as 
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Europe (continued) 


ment economists are now planning 
a 24 per cent increase in France’s 
industrial production and in the 
standard of living in the next four 
years — gains in excess of Soviet 
planning.) 

The Agricultural Front will prob- 
ably be the most crucial. And there 
the Russians and their Communist 
satellites are already whipped. For 
agriculture in Western Europe has 
been gaining rapidly in production 
because of the adoption of Amer- 
ican mechanized farm methods. The 
variety and supply of foodstuffs in 
Western European cities is now the 
greatest in memory. The plain truth 
is that it is not the atomic scientist 
or the missile and rocket men or 
the admirals and generals who are 
winning the race with communism; 
it is the American farmer — bless 
him! 

We are all familiar with the as- 
tounding figures of American agri- 
cultural production. In the U. S. 
one farmer raises enough to feed 
28 persons; in Russia one farm 
worker can only feed four. And 
that’s after the U. S. Dept. of Agri- 
culture puts all possible brakes on 
the American farmer! 


At the Soviet congress, Khrush- 
chev had to admit quietly the slow- 
downs and failures in Russian agri- 
culture. Then to recover the situ- 
ation so his party enemies wouldn't 
use the facts to boot him out of 
power, he staged a silly little drama, 
exhibiting some hybrid corn that 
was supposed to have come from a 
crop that beat the yield of his friend 
in Iowa, Farmer Garst. 


But what Khrushchev can’t change 
is that most of Russia's great heart- 
land has a short growing season. 
And while the black earth of the 
Ukraine is rich, much of Russia’s 
soil is thin, sandy — and then there’s 
the endless tundra. So Soviet agri- 
culture, always in trouble, will con- 
tinue to be in trouble. 





Ethics In Business 


The Harvard Business Review 
has presented the results of a ques- 
tionnaire sent out by the Catholic 
scholar, Father Raymond Baum- 
hart, to 1700 business executives. 
This summary titled How Ethical 
Are Businessmen? presents some 
interesting revelations as to how 
businessmen think. 


Ninety-four per cent at least 
claim that they disagree with the 
idea that profit is a businessman’s 
only occupational concern. They 
indicate their belief that cultural, 
spiritual, social and moral conse- 
quences of their actions are also 
important. Twenty per cent, how- 
ever, agree with the tradition “Let 
the Buyer Beware,” that a customer 
is on his own and if he is cheated 
it is his own fault! Fifteen per cent 
believe that whatever is good busi- 
ness is, after all, good ethics. 


Fr. Baumhart adds that this makes 
economic efficiency the norm of 
ethical behavior. This, he adds, is 
pretty close to the comment of 
Polybius on the decline of a nation: 
“At Carthage, nothing which re- 
sults in a profit is regarded as dis- 
graceful.” 


Sixty-eight per cent of the exec- 
utives find that their industry gen- 
erally accepts business practices 
which they regard as_ unethical, 
while 13 per cent don’t know wheth- 
er all the actions of their corpora- 
tions are ethical or not. As to what 
general business practices they 
would like to see eliminated, 23 
per cent say they would eliminate 
the systems of gifts, gratuities, bribes 
and call girls which corporations 
frequently supply their clients and 
customers. 


Price discrimination and unfair 
prices come next — 18 per cent 
are against these practices. Dishon- 
est advertising is denounced by 14 
per cent. Cheating customers, un- 
fair credit practices and over-selling 
is disapproved of by nine per cent. 
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this Newsletter has emphasized so frequently. The Communist aim con- 
tinues to be one of world conquest through infiltration and internal rev- 
olution rather than armed invasion. 


QUIET ON THE BERLIN FRONT? 


i Khrushchev has postponed beyond the first of the year the 
deadline for signing a treaty between the U.S.S.R. and East Ger- 
many — which is the Kremlin’s gimmick for compelling the world to 
recognize the “independence” of the puppet East German Communist 
state and for establishing the permanent division of Germany — much 
of the steam is going out of the Berlin crisis. The U. S. policy on Berlin 
and Germany has been to demand German unification by free elections, 
which of course means that, in such an event, the East Germans would 
gladly join West Germany. And since the U. S. has a military alliance 
with West Germany, the East Germans would consequently become part 
of the West's anti-Soviet military alliance. Naturally the Kremlin would 
tolerate no such prospect, which has made negotiations with Russia so 
difficult to get started. The walls built between West and East Berlin are 
a symbol of the death of these hopes of German unification, and by sign- 
ing the treaty Khrushchev hopes to bury them. 

THE POSTPONEMENT OF THE EAST GERMAN TREATY 
by Khrushchev is a sign however that negotiations are expected with the 
West, while most of the American public has only the shallow view that 
the Russians are backing down because of the show of military strength 
and firmness on the part of the U. S. The bigger truth is that the Ken- 
nedy Administration, once having established what it feels to be a firm 
psychological front in the Berlin crisis, is now quietly laying the founda- 
tion for rapprochement to Russia over the rearming of West Germany, 
which is undoubtedly the most impassioned issue involved in the Berlin 
crisis. Especially has it become an impassioned issue with the Russian 
people as atomic missiles are about to be added to a rearmed Germany. 

The Pentagon launched the program of rearming West Germany 
in the dark as far as the American public was concerned, for thousands 
of American youth had very recently died fighting the German Nazis 
and then there was the Potsdam declaration that Germany must remain 
“unarmed forever.” Perhaps it is all to the good that the American pub- 
lic has only gained a gradual awareness of this policy of German rearma- 
ment, for this makes it possible for the Kennedy Administration to quietly 
reapproach Russia on the whole subject of European armaments on both 
sides of the Iron Curtain without the hindrance of too much debate in 
political arenas at home. 

THE OPPORTUNITY IS RIPE for this whole approach to 
German rearmament, for our European allies have become disturbed 
over the prospects of West Germany’s getting atomic weapons. Too many 
millions throughout Europe suffered from Nazi invasions and because 
of these fears the Pentagon has faced growing disunity in the NATO 
military alliance. The opportunity is ripe also because on Oct. 12 Khrush- 
chev once more renewed his offer to join in disarming all Germany on 
both sides of the Iron Curtain. In a letter the Kremlin boss sent to 59 
Labor members of the British Parliament, he offered (1) to guarantee 
allied access to West Berlin; (2) to withdraw Russian troops from East 
Germany and refrain from establishing atomic missiles in East Germany 
— if the Western allies would withdraw their troops from West Germany 
and guarantee that no atomic missiles will be put in West Germany. 

True, Khrushchev called for the West to join in signing a treaty 
with East Germany and to recognize the legality of the Oder-Neisse line, 
marking the eastern borders of the East German state. Although the 
Kennedy Administration will not agree to these two latter demands, it 
is obvious that there is room here for negotiations that can lead to a 
German settlement. Such a settlement would be based primarily on a 
slowdown in the rearming of Germany and the agreement on both sides 
to keep atomic weapons out of both East and West Germany. This could 
be the beginning of the long hoped for pull-back and slow-down in the 
nuclear arms race. 

IT IS INCREDIBLE that, while these points about German re- 
armament and the atomic missiles for Germany are the most critical 
issues involved in the whole Berlin-Germany crisis, Our press remains 
almost entirely silent on the issue, so great is the pressure exerted on 
news channels by the Pentagon. Aside from the N. Y. Times (Oct. 13) 
and a few other major journals, even the Khrushchev offer was ignored. 


HE CONFLICT WITHIN THE COMMUNIST PARTY is well 
known in Washington circles, yet the meaning of this conflict is so 
unfamiliar to the American public that our policy-makers are unable to 
profit by this conflict as much as we should in our dealings with the

the state monopoly of production, 
imports and exports has put a grow- 
ing and merciless squeeze on many 
small bussinessmen and on the in- 
dependent farmer. (It is now widely 
admitted that the U.S.-directed in- 
vasion forces included many of the 
old Batista crowd who boasted they 
would return all properties to their 
former owners. Naturally this was to 
be expected, since the American cor- 
porate owners had a large part in fi- 
nancing and recruiting the invasion.) 


Since the invasion, however, the 
tightening of police controls over all 
phases of Cuban public life is now, 
for the first time, being felt among 
the lower classes whose loyalty to 
Castro has been the base of his 
power. Police spies now infiltrate the 
peasant and worker ranks and this 
is rapidly alienating the common 
people. The most important in- 
stances of popular resistance have 
been the disturbances around the 
churches which have been widely 
publicized. 

Until recently the Roman priests 
who have been exiled have been al- 
most entirely Spanish, for of the 
1100 priests in Cuba only 300 were 
native Cubans, the rest Spanish— 
the Catholic Church retaining its 
colonial character 60 years after the 
end of Spanish rule. 

When the Castro regime was first 
established most of the native Cuban 
priests welcomed it and supported 
Fidel’s reform measures. But as the 
church’s opposition mounted in pro- 
portion to the growing tyranny of 
Castro’s methods, native Cuban 
priests became involved. Some of 
these were able, respected educators. 
They spoke out recently with disap- 
pointment and anguish against the 
growing extremes of the Castro 
regime, and the militia sought to 
suppress them; that was when the 
peasants, workers and lower middle 
class citizens rallied to the priests’ 
support. These riots and public dis- 
turbances foreshadow for the first 
time popular opposition to Castro. 


In two or three instances crowds 
have gathered around the church 
where a priest had been arrested, 
and the militia have resorted to 
brutal methods in controlling the 
mob. Then peasants and workers 
have hurled stones at the militia and 
at the cars that brought them. Occa- 
sional evidence of organized armed

resistance reveal that a legitimate 
anti-Castro revolutionary under- 
ground is becoming active. These 
are the forces which should have 
been enlisted in the invasion but 
which were ignored by the CIA and 
pro-Batista cabal. There are even 
signs of the distribution of small 
arms from secret caches in Cuba. 

What will be the attitude of the 
U.S. towards this situation? Unfortu- 
nately, some of the leading figures 
in the Senate, spurred by the in- 
fluence of a billion dollars worth of 
confiscated American holdings, con- 
tinue to voice unreasoning hostility 
towards Cuba on such terms as to 
anger the people of all Latin Amer- 
ica who are watching the Castro 
revolution with feverish hopes that 
what good he has done will be re- 
tained, as the evil he does is purged. 


Samaritans of the UN 
Too many people think of the 
United Nations only in terms of its 
political activities. We forget that 
under its auspices the most remark- 
able achievements in human prog- 
ress are being successfully accom- 
plished — with little publicity. 
Take the Congo for instance — 
three times the size of Texas and 
with a population of 14 million 
people. When the Belgians evacu- 
ated in anger and hate, they demol- 
ished all water purifiers, stopped 
garbage collection, ended health and 
sanitation services — which could 
have spelled a major health disaster. 
The population desperately needed 
innoculations against epidemic dis- 
eases, for up out of the Congo 
jungles would have quickly flared 
yellow fever, dysentery, smallpox, 
plague, typhoid, menengitis — as 
medical care was withdrawn. Lepers 
untreated returned to their homes 
and walked the streets. That was 
the Congo in July, 1960. It repre- 
sented a threat to the whole world, 
for rapid transportation could bring 
a disease carrier in a few hours from 
the Congo to New York or Paris. 
Then, on a few days’ notice, 150 
doctors and sanitary engineers from 
40 different countries packed their 
surgical kits and moved into the 
Congo. The World Health Organi- 
zation was in action, as it has been 
for 13 years — without fanfare. 
In the Congo, the WHO doctors 
set up clinics in hotels, in jungle 
shacks and in the few hospitals that 
were still operable. Even the waiting 
room of an airport became an oper- 
ating and delivery room. The health 
of the Congolese people — and of 
the world population — has been 
safeguarded by this miracle of co- 
operative action through the UN. 
Meanwhile the UN _ undertook 
the far more difficult task of estab- 
lishing a healthy political environ- 
ment, despite the intensely bitter

tribal rivalries, the sniping and sab- 
Otage by selfish white financial in- 
terests. Besides the WHO, other 
UN agencies have been busy too — 
the World Bank (so highly respected 
in all world banking circles), the 
UN’s Economic and Technical As- 
sistance teams, and other such agen- 
cies. These are seldom thought of 
as the UN at work — yet in innum- 
erable ways they are. making the 
world a better, safer place to live.

Non-profit organizations of var- 
ious kinds are moving into low cost 
housing projects, partially because 
so much of the new housing con- 
struction is designated for families 
with more substantial incomes, while 
few facilities are provided for those 
in lower income brackets. 

As far back as 1930 the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers Union 
sponsored a 14 unit housing devel- 
opment in New York, later followed 
by a 2500 family project. The In- 
ternational Garment Workers Union 
and the United Auto Workers Union 
and other large labor organizations 
have invested as much as $100 mil- 
lion in housing projects. The United 
Electric Workers have built a 2,238 
family apartment and the meat cut- 
ters are building a 22 story apart- 
ment building in New York. These 
are among the union-sponsored de- 
velopments creating low cost hous- 
ing, the funds coming from the 
unions’ welfare funds. 

Church groups also are moving 
into the housing field, especially in 
providing for the needs of the eld- 
erly. The First Community Church 
of Plymouth, Ohio, is investing $5 
million in the Senior Citizen’s Hous- 
ing Project which provides about 
500 apartments. In Detroit there 
is the Presbyterian Village, and in 
Toledo a Methodist sponsored apart- 
ment block for the retired, called 
Crest View. In Pennsylvania, the 
Presbyterian Homes have central 
dining rooms supervised by a dieti- 
cian, where most residents eat; a 
few apartments have kitchenettes. 

Ohio Presbyterian Churches have 
just joined in establishing the non- 
profit Ohio Church Residents, Inc. 
For $680,000 they have purchased 
323 homes in Waverly, Ohio, which 
cost $3 million to build in 1953. 
The original contractors had over- 
estimated housing needs in a new 
industrial area and the Ohio Pres- 
byterians have taken over the prop- 
erty. They expect to sell the homes 
to retired church members for less 
than $4,000 each, or rent them for 
$45 a month. 

The need for such development 
is great everywhere in the country, 
since the percentage of the elderly 
population has greatly increased and 
few have adequate incomes.

Kremlin. Here’s how: Authoritative observers of international Com- 
munist party affairs are agreed that Khrushchev represents the “liberal” 
anti-war wing of the world Communist leadership, the wing that seeks 
to win global domination by economic achievement. Khrushchev and his 
followers believe that war should be avoided at all costs, for an atomic 
war would destroy Russia’s economic progress and put the Soviet back 
to the bare primitive state it was in 40 years ago. 

Khrushchev’s position as a “moderate” within communism is 
joltingly symbolized by the recent decision to take Stalin’s body out of 
the Lenin tomb on Red Square. This is a recognition of Stalin’s record 
of bloody oppression of the people and the slaughtering of his political 
enemies and commits Khrushchev irrevocably to a policy of increasing 
moderation. This, despite the present giant atomic tests and threats over 
Berlin which, top experts believe, were forced on Khrushchev by his own 
military because the Soviet was behind the U. S. on atomic development. 


The Red Chinese, as is well known, are leading the attack on 
Khrushchev for being “soft on capitalism.” The Red Chinese leaders, 
with the support of a powerful faction inside the Kremlin, preach that 
war with the capitalist states is inevitable. Top Western observers believe 
that the Red Chinese leaders almost eagerly accept atomic war because: 
China does not have an atomic arsenal and will not have one for several 
years, thus there would not be atomic installations of consequence in 
China for the West to attack. Consequently China would not be demol- 
ished in an atomic war as would Russia. In the event of an atomic war, 
the Chinese reason, Russia and the U. S. would be wiped out and Red 
China would emerge as the one great power on earth that could assert 
its will East and West. The rivalry with Russia would be erased and Red 
China would be dominant in Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

A SANE U. S. POLICY based on the facts would be one that 
encouraged the Khrushchev party leadership with its coexistence phil- 
osophy. We should gladly accept the challenge of communism on the 
economic front where we are so wondrously equipped to win by over- 
whelming odds — our problem being surpluses in contrast to the hunger 
and poverty that afflicts most of the Communist world. Instead, we make 
a war-breathing monster out of Khrushchev, retaliating two for one every 
military move he is forced to make by the Kremlin extremists (because 
of our military posturing in Berlin) and drain our resources on wasteful 
military preparation while almost totally ignoring the economic field of 
battle where the Reds are making much progress — though ill-equipped 
to do so — by their economic penetration and aid programs in foreign areas. 


THE UN SURVIVES — WITH STRENGTH 


HILE the enemies of the United Nations (ironically consisting of 

the Soviet Union and the ultra-reactionary fanatics in this country) 
are trying to sound the death knell for the UN, new life and new sources 
of strength are beginning to emerge in the international organization. 
The presence of so many small nations, many of whose people are largely 
primitive and illiterate, has been pointed to as a prime cause for the de- 
cline of the UN’s effectiveness. While the entrance into the UN of these 
small countries has created many problems, yet it is these very peoples 
and their inexperienced but dedicated and intensely concerned delega- 
tions who are creating new images of hope. 


THESE SMALL COUNTRIES know that their only chance to 
avoid being ground down between the big power conflicts is to make the 
UN voice strong and decisive in world opinion. And these small nations 
know that they ARE world opinion — especially when joined by the 
small European countries which also have much to fear from the great 
power conflicts — Ireland, Sweden, Denmark, Norway, Finland, Switz- 
erland and the small countries of Latin America. Then there is India 
which can usually be counted upon to support the underprivileged peoples. 
Moreover, the delegates from the small underdeveloped nations are being 
very respectful and attentive to the views of India and of the small Eur- 
Opean countries with long histories of civilization. 

This new force of small nation opinion is having a telling effect 
on the Soviet delegation. All Communist doctrines about world conquest 
teach that the revolution must first win the approval and cooperation of 
the proletariat — the exploited classes — who in the Communist vocab- 
ulary are the peoples of Liberia, Mali, Ghana, Peru, Equador, etc. So 
when Soviet machinations or bulldozer tactics are suddenly discovered to 
be in collision with the interests of the small nations, uneasiness fills the 
Soviet delegation. And the next day the Russians are likely to make a 
quiet retreat. 

WHEN KHRUSHCHEV VISITED THE UN and behaved like 
a bull calf in a parlor, it was obvious that it was his intention to break 


W hat Can One Man Do? 


Charles Whobrey, president of the 
Central Labor Council of Evans- 
ville, Indiana, has shown what one 
man can do to improve the indus- 
trial relations of a whole area. 
When Mr. Whobrey speaks on labor- 
management problems he gets re- 
spectful attention from both sides 
of the bargaining table, for they 
know he is exceptionally well in- 
formed, fair and just, having the 
interests of both sides at heart. 

Evansville is a heavily industrial- 
ized area, with 15,000 union mem- 
bers represented by the Central 
Labor Council. 

Mr. Whobrey began his union 
activities as an ordinary worker but 
he studied and worked at it, slowly 
establishing a reputation for knowl- 
edge and understanding of labor- 
industrial relations and their prob- 
lems. He is still employed at the 
Western Electric plant; under terms 
of his contract with the union and 
the company he is entitled, as union 
president, to be off half the time 
for union activities. He is paid but 
a small sum by the union, thus he 
is not a high paid labor tycoon. 

But by his sincerity, down-to- 
earth ability and belief in the best 
for all men on both sides of the 
industrial fence, he is rapidly build- 
ing a reputation that will mean 
much for the future. He presents 


The Negro & Economics 


The American Negro is becoming 
an increasing economic factor in 
American business life. The Negro 
population now numbers nearly 20 
million, an increase of 25 per cent 
in the last ten years. (This compares 
with a 16 per cent rise in the white 
population.) The wages of the aver- 
age Negro worker are now nearly 
60 per cent of the wages of the 
average white worker, compared 
with 41 per cent in 1939. The total 
Negro income in the U. S. is now 
about $19 billion a year. 


Negro families tend to spend 
more than white families in the 
same income group. Advertisers and 
manufacturers are keenly aware of 
the increasing Negro market and 
are exploring ways of attracting 
Negro trade. Some advertisers are 
beginning to use Negro models in 
their paid ads in white publications. 
Of course, advertisers are increas- 
ingly using space in Negro publica- 
tions, such as Ebony. Nearly all 
advertisements in Ebony have Negro 
models. There are also over 700 
radio stations in the U. S. owned 
by Negroes which are well sup- 
ported by advertising by white firms. 


The realization is spreading 
through the South that the Negro 
is the best customer of Southern 
industry. The continued prosperity 
of Louisville, Atlanta, Memphis, 


and other communities that are 
now peacefully integrating, contrasts 
to retarded business in Little Rock. 


a case history of what one man can 
do to influence a whole area if he 
is dedicated and works hard. 
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open a path of disorder. This disorder the Soviet delegation would even- 
tually use to destroy the UN after the traditional Communist technique 
in disrupting and rendering useless all parliamentary methods to pave 
the way for a Red dictatorship. But Khrushchev’s behavior back-fired. 
Proud black and brown delegations from supposedly primitive countries 
were shocked and angered by his crude antics. The Russians have never 
recovered the prestige lost at that time. Thus the presence of so many 
small nations, while presenting numerous problems, has in strange and 
unexpected ways strengthened the basic structure of the world body. 


THE ECONOMIC FACTORS associated with the small inde- 
pendent nations also cannot be ignored by the great powers. There is 
hardly a small country from Asia, Africa or Latin America that does 
not possess some resources coveted by the great powers. So behind the 
scenes there is much maneuvering to maintain favorable relations with 
the representatives of the small nations. Because of these pressures, the 
Soviet has been forced to back down in its demands for a three-headed 
“troika” UN leadership. And the growing resentment felt throughout the 
world because of the Soviet bomb tests is gathering force in the UN and 
will yet rise like a storm, despite the tendency of neutrals to hesitate in 
criticism of the Soviet. The feeling against Russia over the tests will 
greatly strengthen the U. S. position if we do not unleash a series of at- 
mospheric tests of our own, bringing ourselves under the same resent- 
ments that are gathering against the Soviet Union. 

THE UN IS NOT DYING — it is changing. The basis of its 
power is shifting and as the modernization of the underdeveloped coun- 
tries moves on apace, the great powers will continue to lose leverage, 
for they will no longer represent the only sources of industrial, scientific 
and political power. The small nations— which combined represent 
the majority of mankind — have come to see that their survival is indeed 


bound up in the survival of the UN.
